No. 9l-CW(l)/51, — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 3 6t the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947) and in 
supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the late Depart- 
ment of Commerce No. 91-CW(l)/45‘ dated the 3rd November 1945, the Central 
Government hereby prohibits- the export to any place outside India, of any goods 
of the description specified in the Schedule hereto annexed, except the following 
namely: — 

(a) Any goods of the description specified in Parts A and B of the said 

Schedule and covered by an export licence issued by or under the 
order of the Central Government in the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry or the Chief Controller ol Imports and Exports or the Iron 
and Steel Controller or a Joint Chief Controller ol Imports and 
Exports or a Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and Exports or an 
Export Trade Controller appointed In this behalf by the Central 
Government; 

(b) any goods constituting the stores or equipment of an outgoing vessel or 

conveyance, or the bona 'fide baggage of the crew of, or of the 
passengers In, such vessel or conveyance; 

(c) any goods transhipped at a port In India after having been manifested 

for such transhipment at the time of despatch from a port outside 
India; 

(d) any goods exported unde 1 " the orders of the Central Government or such 

officers as may be appointed by the Central Government in this 
behalf; 

(e) any goods covered by an Open General Licence issued by the Central 

Government; 

(f) any goods which arc not imported for consumption m India under an 

Open General Licence or under a valid import licence issued by a 
Competent authority and are kept in bond for purpose of re-export 
after having been declared as such at the time of bonding; 

(g) any goods imported without a valid import licence and released by a 

Collector of Customs for re-export within specified periods.

Postal Notices issued by the Postal authorities,
